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Introduction 


The  National  AIDS  Information  Clearinghouse  (NAIC)  introduces  this  first 
edition  of  the  Directory  of  AIDS-Related  Databases  and  Bulletin  Boards  in 
response  to  the  increasingly  important  role  automated  information  services 
play  in  disseminating  AIDS  information. 

The  Directory  lists  the  93  organizations  in  NAIC’s  Resources  Database  that 
produce  electronic  bulletin  boards,  databases,  and  online  information  services. 
The  services  are  listed  alphabetically  by  the  producer’s  name.  Each  entry 
contains  the  producer’s  name,  address,  telephone  number,  contact  person  (when 
available),  description  of  the  database,  and  access  procedures.  The  description 
may  include  purpose,  scope,  language,  size,  update  frequency,  and  search  aids. 

The  Directory  includes  all  information  available  at  the  time  of  publication;  as 
a  result,  some  entries  contain  more  information  than  others.  NAIC  continually 
updates  the  information  in  its  Resources  Database. 

NAIC  is  a  free  service  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services, 
Public  Health  Service,  Centers  for  Disease  Control.  The  Clearinghouse  was 
established  in  October  1987  to  serve  as  the  primary  reference,  referral,  and 
publications  distribution  service  for  acquired  immunodeficiency  syndrome  (AIDS) 
and  human  immunodeficiency  virus  (HIV). 

Until  a  cure  is  found,  our  only  weapon  to  fight  the  spread  of  AIDS  and  HIV 
infection  is  prevention-through  testing,  counseling,  and  education.

Weekly  Report"  from  the  Centers  for  Disease

The  Acquired  Immune  Deficiency  Syndrome  Database 
contains  about  4,500  citations,  most  with  abstracts. 
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to  the  worldwide  literature  on  AIDS-related 
retroviruses#  and  human  T-lymphotropic  viruses.  It 
covers  the  etiology  of  AIDS;  its  transmission# 
epidemiology#  pathology#  immunology#  serology# 
treatment  and  control;  and  clinical  and  social 
aspects  of  the  disease.  Sources  include  journals# 
books#  theses#  and  reports#  with  an  emphasis  on 
journals  in  the  Library  of  the  London  School 
of  Hygiene  and  Tropical  Medicine.

Sources  include  the  National  Referral 
Center  Database  (NRCD),  the  Poison  Control  Centers 
(PCC),  the  Drug  Abuse  Communications  Network 
(DRAGON),  the  Health  Information  Center  (OHIC) 
database,  and  the  National  AIDS  Information 
Clearinghouse  (NAIC).  It  is  updated  twice  a  year.

Estaolished  in  1979  by  the  Office  of  Disease

The  Office  of  Minority  Health-Resource  Center 
(OMH-RC)  was  established  by  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Health  and  Human  Services  Office  of  Minority  Health 
(OMH)  in  October  1987.  The  Resource  Center 
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maintains  information  on  health- related  resources, 
targeting  Asian/Pacific  Islanders,  Blacks, 
Hispanics/Latinos,  and  Native  Americans,  available 
at  the  Federal,  State,  and  local  levels.  The 
activities  of  the  OMH-RC  concentrate  on 
topics  of  cancer;  chemical  dependency; 
diabetes;  heart  disease  and  stroke; 
homicide/suicide;  infant  mortality;  and 
unintentional  injury.  The  OMH-RC  is  available  to 
answer  requests  from  consumers  and  professionals. 
Bilingual  staff  are  available  to  assist 
Spanish- speaking  requests.  It  offers  sources  of  free 
and  low  cost  services  and  material.  The  OMH-RC  is 
building  a  computerized  database  of  minority 
health- related  materials,  organizations,  and 
programs  which  concentrate  on  the  minority  health 
priority  areas  and  associated  risk  factors.  It  is 
establishing  a  network  of  professionals  active  in  a 
variety  of  disciplines  that  can  provide  expert 
technical  assistance  to  minority-based  community 
organizations,  voluntary  groups,  and  individuals. 

The  OMH-RC  is  also  preparing  a  series  of  fact 
sheets,  entitled  ’’Closing  the  Gap.”  Certain  services 
are  available  in  Spanish.

The  Clearinghouse  also  offers  a  public  reading  room, 
interlibrary  loans,  microfiche,  and  database 
searches.  Information  resources  also  include  NIJ 
Reports  (bimonthly  publication);  AIDS  Bulletin 
Series;  AIDS  in  Correctional  Facilities:  Issues  and 
Options  (updated  annually);  AIDS  and  the  Law 
Enforcement  Officer:  Concerns  and  Policy  Responses; 
and  AIDS:  Issues  for  Probation  and  Parole 
(forthcoming).  In  addition  to  the  NIJ's 
publications,  the  Clearinghouse  has  access  to 
information  developed  by  the  Centers  for  Disease 
Control  and  other  agencies  of  the  U.S.  Public  Health 
Service,  and  the  Department  of  Justice,  as  well  as 
materials  prepared  by  professional  associations, 
State  and  local  governments,  and  corrections  and  law 
enforcement  agencies.
